Instruction in the use of the Library 
was given to 42 classes from the vari- 
ous schools. 

“Victory Book Club,” the summer 
reading club for boys and girls en- 
rolled 356 members. 72 pins were 
awarded when 15 or more books had 
been read and in addition 37 War 
Stamps when a total of 25 books had 
been read. Over 3,000 books were read 
by the members of the club. 

The Library was opened for meetings, 
First Aid classes, etc. The Librarian 
was in charge of the Victory Book Drive. 
With the assistance of the schools, 
women’s organizations, the A.W.V.S., 
Boy Scouts and other organizations 
10,816 books were collected and sent to 
headquarters. Many thousands of 
magazines were also collected. 

Members of the Staff took the course 
in First Aid and Home Nursing. Some 
are now acting as Hospital Aids, Air 
Raid Wardens, etc. 

Exhibits appropriate to the seasons 
and to the ‘various holidays were ar- 
ranged. Colorful artistic posters were 


a feature of these exhibits which in- 
cluded an exhibit of airplane models; a 
Victory Garden display; Parent Week 
exhibit; Handicraft exhibit from the 
Washington and Schuyler School play- 
grounds; Book Week exhibit and many 
others. 


The Kearny Museum and Historical 
Association also conducted a number 
of exhibits during the year. These in- 
cluded a doll exhibit; a display of guns, 
bayonets and trench knives; exhibit of 
fossils; the Second Annual Art Exhibit 
of the Work of Local Artists; and many 
displays of pictures from the British 
Office of Information.

<= SUMMARY 


The year 1927 has been most eventful in 
that the library has reached the largest cir- 
culation in its history and has acquired a new 
home for the branch which had occupied a 
room in the Roosevelt School since 1922. 

Through the vision and co-operation of the 
Library Board and the Town Council the prop- 
erty at the corner of Kearny and Stuyvesant 
avenues was purchased by the town. The in- 
terior of the building had to be practically done 
over and a few changes were made on the ex- 
terior, but in record time, due to the vigilance 
of the President of the Library Board who 
had the work in charge. The building was 
ready for inspection on May 14th. Many of the 
citizens of the town availed themselves of the 
opportunity of visiting their new Branch and 
expressed great satisfaction at the transforma- 
tion that had taken place. The equipment 
was furnished by the Library Bureau. 

The wisdom of the purchase of this prop 
erty has been demonstrated by the use of the 
library. The reading rooms have .been largely 
patronized, especially the juvenile department. 

The Branch Librarian is Mrs. Mary Foster 
Freeman who was in charge of the Junior 
Department at the Main Library in 1923, and 
later was. Librarian of the Hamilton Township 
Library. 

There are fourteen agencies in the town for 
the distribution of books, namely: Main, 
Branch, Western Electric Company, and 54 
class room libraries in ten schools. 


BOOKS 


There are now 29,973 volumes in the library; 
2,308 were added by purchase, 383 by gift and 
198 replaced during the year. The number 
withdrawn was 1,650. The whole number of 
volumes added during the year was 2,889. 

The expense per volume was 14% cents. 
There are 131 magazines and newspapers on 
file in the Reading Rooms. 

The Auditorium was used for story telling 
and meetings of the Flower Club.

\ December 31, 1927 was 21,501; 15,749 at the

LIBRARY ACTIVITIES 


In May and June all of the public and parochial schools were 
visited by Miss Gillespie, the Children’s Librarian. The plans 
for the Summer Reading Club were discussed, stories told, etc.
